where the bars are inserted within the guard rails He^y ee- sctid possago towotda the oontrollor , 
and a closed position where the bars are extended out of the guard rails, whereby aaid-pa$s^age is 

wherein tlie mobile structure is positione dLalong the edge of the car roof so as to allow 
access to the controller mounted in the hoiatwav . 

2. (Currently Amended) Balustrade according to claim 1, cheggctorigod in thc tf wheretn a 
bridge (42)-comprising a horizontal plate is slidingly mounted on the roof ^44)-of the car 
between a retmcted position in which it is placed completely on the roof, and an extended 
position in which a portion of the bridge protrudes outside of the roof across the space between 
the car ^*»)-and the wall ftS^^if the hoistway en which, tho oontroJiQr io fuco ds o as to allow 
access to the controller mounted in the hoiatway .

4. (Currently Amended) Balustrade according to claim 1, ohomotGrigcd in tha t whcrein 
the bars {34r^8)K)f the mobile structure are connected at their ends by a vertiea^cross bar (40) 
whiehAat acts as an abutting element and which allows the mobile structure to be moved 
integrally. 

5. (Currently Amended) Balustrade according to claim 1, characterized in thatwh^dn 
the mobile structure (34)-is secured in its retracted position or in its esctended position by means 
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of locking elements-f*^^ such as pins or bolts (4^iiiscrted through holes drilled in the guard 
rails atid the bars. 

6. (Cuirently Amended) Balustrade according to one of the prec ee ding preceding 
cl&wns, e l^aract e riz e d in - lfe g fewherein the guard rails ( - 26> 30) and the bars (36, 3 8 ) have a square 
section and are made of steeL
